REPORT on THE BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED IN 
SCOTLAND purine THE QUARTER EnpiNG 31st Marcy 1923. 


THE Scottish birth-rate of the first quarter of the year 1923 was 23°5 per 
thousand, the marriage-rate 67, and the death-rate 14°6. The birth-rate 
and the death-rate of the quarter are each lower than those of the first 
quarter of last year, but the marriage-rate is somewhat more, being 6°7 as 
against 6:5. 

The death-rate of the quarter is the lowest death-rate of all first 
quarters since the introduction of national registration, and that is since 
1855, the previous lowest being 15:1, which occurred in 1918. Previous 
to 1882 the death-rate of the first quarter was constantly over 20 per 
thousand, and from 1883 to 1902 was more frequently over than under 20. 
The number of deaths registered in this quarter is less than in any first 
quarter since 1859, notwithstanding the fact that the population is now 
much greater than it was in the earlier years. 


The illegitimate children registered during the quarter numbered 1913, 
and these, though 121 more than in the previous quarter, are 189 fewer 
than in the first quarter of last year, and 192 less than the mean of the 
numbers of the first quarters of the preceding ten years. 


The infantile mortality rate was 98, which is 3 more than that of the 
previous quarter, but is 43 less than that of the first quarter of last year, 
and 31 less than the mean of those of the first quarters-of the preceding 
ten years. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of 28,532 living children were registered in Scotland during 
the first quarter of the year 1923. This number is 2366 more than that 
of the previous quarter, but 2320 less than that of the first quarter of last 
year, It is 299 less than the mean of the numbers of the first quarters of 
the preceding five years, and 304 less than the mean of those of the first 
quarters of the previous ten years. 


_ The Scottish birth-rate of the quarter is 23°5 per thousand. This rate 
18 2°3 more than that of the previous quarter, but 2:0 less than that of 
the first quarter of last year. It is 0°5 less than the mean of the birth- 
rates of the first quarters of the preceding five years, and 0°8 less than 
those of the first quarters of the preceding ten years. 


Of the 28,532 children whose births were registered during the quarter, 
14,748 were males, and 13,784 were females, the ratio of males to females 
being 107-0 to 100. This ratio is 3°7 more than in the previous quarter, 
and 2°3 more than in the first quarter of last year.

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In the divisions of the counties the quarterly birth-rate ranged from 
260 in the South-Western, 23°5 in the North-Eastern, and 22°1 in the 
West-Midland, to 15°8 in the Northern, and 17:9 in the North-Western. 
In the South- Eastern Division it was 22:0, in the Southern 21°6, and in 
the West-Midland 21:3. 


In the counties, burghs included, the birth-rate varied from 28'0 in 
West Lothian, 26°8 in Lanark, 25°8 in Renfrew, and 24°4 in Moray, to 12:9 
in Shetland, 13°8 in Argyll, and 14:2 in Sutherland and in Selkirk. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly birth-rate was 
25°1, in the smaller burghs 22:2, and in the county districts 22°0. In the 
previous quarter these three rates were 22°9, 19:2, and 19°6, and in the 
first quarter of last year they were 27°7, 23°6, and 23°3 respectively. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the birth-rate varied from 
~30°3 in Hamilton, 29°5 in Coatbridge, 27-4 in Greenock, and 26°9 in 
Glasgow, to 20°5 in Perth, 20°8 in Dunfermline, 20°9 in Ayr, and 21:3 in 
Edinburgh. 


Tn burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the birth- 
rate ranged from 36°6 in Johnstone, 36°2 in Port Glasgow, 33°0 in Airdrie, 
and 30°6 in Renfrew, to 15:4 in Gourock, 15°9 in Galashiels, 20-1 in 
Rutherglen, and 20:5 in Montrose. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 the quarterly 
birth-rate varied from 31:3 in Kirkcaldy District of Fife, 29:1 in Turriff 
District of Aberdeen, 28°4 in Calder District of Midlothian, and 28-0 in 
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‘ateiot of West Lothian, to 12°2 in Mainland District of 
se apes ner Highland District of Perth, 13-1 in Western District of 
Perth, and 13:8 in Cupar District of Fife and in Skye District of 
Inverness. 

Of the 28,532 children registered during the quarter, 26,619, or 93°3 
per cent., were legitimate, while 1s or 6°7 per cent., were illegitimate. 
Compared with the number in the previous quarter legitimate children are 
9945 more and illegitimate children 121 more. Compared with the 
number in the first quarter of last year legitimate children are 2131 fewer, 
and illegitimate children are 189 fewer. The illegitimate children 
numbered 236 less than the mean of the numbers of the first quarters of 
the previous five years, and 192 less than the mean of those of the first 
quarters of the preceding ten years. The illegitimate rate of the quarter, 
6"7.per cent., is 0'1 per cent. less than that of the previous quarter and the 
same amount less than that of the first quarter of last year. 


In the divisions of the counties, the illegitimate rate of the quarter 
varied from 12:3 in the North-Eastern, and 11°7 in the Southern, to 4°7 in 
the North-Western, 5°6 in the South-Western, and 5°8 in the West- 
Midland. In the Northern Division this percentage was 7°8, in the Hast- 
Midland 7:2, and in the South-Eastern 6:0. 


In the counties, burghs included, this rate varied from 17:2 per cent. in 
Wigtown, 13°5 in Moray, 13:3 in Nairn, and 13:0 in Caithness, to 24 in 
Orkney, 2°6 in Ross and Cromarty, and 3:9 in Renfrew. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the illegitimate rate of the 
quarter was 6'1 per cent., in the smaller burghs 6°7, and in the county 
districts 7'7. In the previous quarter these three rates were 6:4, 65, and 
77 respectively. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the illegitimate rate of the 
quarter varied from 9:2 in Aberdeen, 9:0 in Dundee, 7°5 in Ayr, and 7°3 in 
Falkirk, to 2°3 in Ciydebank, 3°3 in Dunfermline, 3°4 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw, and 3°6 in Greenock. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
varied from 14°5 in Montrose, 10°6 in Dumfries, 10:0 in Fraserburgh, and 
86 in Cowdenbeath, to 1:2 in Kirkintilloch, 2°6 in Musselburgh, 2°7 in 
Johnstone, and 3°1 in Inverness. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 the illegitimate 
rate varied from 22°7 per cent. in Turriff District of Aberdeen, 20°3 in 
Garioch District of Aberdeen, 19°4 in Rhins District of Wigtown, and 17:2 
in Deeside District of Aberdeen, to 1:°6 in Lews District of Ross and 
Cromarty, 1‘8 in Western District of East Lothian, 2°2 in Eastern District 
of Ross and Cromarty, and 2°3 in Highland District of Perth. 


Births registered in Scotland in January numbered 9978, in February 
8813, and in March 9741. The monthly birth-rate in January was 23°9, 


in February 23:4, and in March 23:3. In the previous year these three 
birth-rates were 26:0, 25°6, and 25:0, 


In England and Wales the quarterly birth-rate was 20°5, which is 3:0 


less than the Scottish rate. In Northern Ireland the quarterly birth- 
rate was 23:0, which is 0°5 less than in Scotland. 
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MARRIAGES. 


registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 8085. 
an auiben i 309 less than that of the previous quarter, but is 192 more 
than that of the first quarter of last year; it is 1442 less than the mean of 
those of the first quarters of the preceding five years, and 712 less than 
the mean of those of the first quarters of the preceding ten years. The 
quarterly marriage-rate was 67 per thousand. It is 1:2 less than the 
mean of the rates of the first quarters of the preceding five years, and 
0:7 less than the mean of those of the first quarters of the preced- 
ing ten years. In the divisions of the counties the quarterly marriage- 
rate varied from 7°7 in the South-Western, and 6°8 in the South-Eastern, 
to 4:6 in the North-Western, and 5:0 in the West-Midland. In the North- 
Eastern it was 6°1, in the Northern 5°9,in the East-Midland 5:9, and in 
the Southern 5°3. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly marriage-rate 
was 8°3,in the smaller burghs 6:0, and in the county districts 4°5. In 
the previous quarter these three rates were 8:0, 7:1, and 4°9, while in the 
first quarter of last year they were 8°3, 6:0, and 4:2 respectively. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the marriage-rate of the 
quarter varied from 9°4 in Glasgow, 8°9 in Aberdeen, 8'5 in Perth, 8°4 in 
Kilmarnock, and 8:2 in Edinburgh, to 4:1 in Clydebank, 4°6 in Mother- 
well and Wishaw, 5°3 in Greenock, and 6:0 in Hamilton. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the marriage- 
rate varied from 10°2 in Stirling, 10:1 in Inverness, 9°5 in Kirkintilloch, 
and 9°3 in Montrose, to 2'3 in Gourock, 36 in Galashiels, 3:7 in Dumbarton, 
and 4'5 in Borrowstounness and in Hawick. 


In county districts with populations of 10,000 and over this rate varied 
from 6°8 in Ayr District of Ayr, 6°7 in Lasswade District of Midlothian, 
62 in Middle Ward District of Lanark, and 6:0 in Western District of 
Dumbarton and in Annan District of Dumfries, to 0°8 in Keith District of 
Banff, 1°6 in Banff District of Banff, 1-7 in Highland District of Perth, and 
1:9 in Western District of East Lothian. 


Marriages registered in Scotland in January numbered 3762, in 
February 2143, and in March 2180. The monthly marriage-rate in 
January was 9°0, in February 5°7, and in March 5:2. In the previous 


year the marriage-rate in January was 8°7, in February 5°5, and in 
March 5:2. 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter: numbered 17,672. 
This number is 1977 more than that of the previous quarter, but is 8590 
less than that of the first quarter of last year, 4722 less than the mean of 
those of the first quarters of the preceding five years, and 4346 less than 
the mean of those of the first quarters of the preceding ten years. It is 


the smallest number of deaths registered in Scotland during any first 
quarter since the year 1859. 


The quarterly death-rate was 14:6 per thousand. This death-rate is 
19 more than that of the previous quarter, but is 7°1 less than that of 
the first quarter of last year, 4:1 less than the mean of those of the first 
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quarters of the preceding five years, and 3°9 less than the mean of those 
of the first quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the lowest first 
quarter Scottish death-rate yet recorded, the noe lowest being 15:1, 
which occurred in 1918. 


In the divisions of the counties the quarterly death-rate varied from 
17:8 in the Northern division, 16-2 in the North-Western, and 15:7 in the 
Southern, to 13:9 in the South-Western, 14°4 in the West-Midland, and 
14-9 in the East-Midland. In the North-Eastern this rate was 15:5 and 
in the South-Eastern 15°3. 


In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly death-rate varied from 
21:9 in Kinross, 20°2 in Caithness, and 17°7 in Forfar, in Shetland and in 
Sutherland, to 12:0 in Ayr, 12°6 in East Lothian, 12°6 in Fife, and 12:9 in 
Kincardine. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the death-rate was 15:2, in the 
smaller burghs 14°8, and in the county districts 13°5. In the previous 
quarter these three death-rates were 13°7, 12-4, and 11:4, and in the first 
quarter of last year they were 251, 20°6, and 17:3. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the death-rate varied from 19:2 
in Dundee, 16-7 in Edinburgh, 15°7 in Aberdeen, and 15:2 in Glasgow, to 
10°3 in F alkirk, 11°9 in Dunfermline, 12:1 in Kilmarnock, and 12°5 in 
Paisley. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the death- 
rate varied from 20°6 in Arbroath, 19°6 in Inverness, 19°2 in Hawick, and’ 
18°8 in Dumfries, to 10°2 in Musselburgh, 10°5 in Irvine, 10°8 in Gourock, 
and 10°9 in Cowdenbeath. 


In county districts with populations of more than 10,000 the death- 
rate varied from 22°6 in Skye District of Inverness, 21°9 in Keith District 
of Banff, 19-7 in County District of Caithness, and 19-0 in Garioch District 
of Aberdeen, to 84 in Central District of Perth, 9°0 in Western District of 
Perth, 10°1 in Carrick District of Ayr, and 10-4 in Dunfermline District 
of Fife. 


Of the 17,672 persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter 
8803 were males and 8869 were females, the quarterly death-rate in the 
male population being 15'1 and in the female 14:1.. Deaths registered in 
January numbered 6337, in February 5377, and in March 5958, the 
equivalent death-rate in January being 15:2, in February 14°3, and in 
March 14:3. In the previous year the January death-rate was 27:1, the 
February death-rate 22:0, and the March death-rate 16:0. 


The quarterly death-rate in England and Wales was 13:3, which is 1°3 
less than the Scottish rate. In Northern Ireland the quarterly death-rate 
was 16:0. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 17,672 persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, 
4268, or 24°2 per cent., were less than five years old, 6934, or 39°2 per cent., 
were between five and sixty-five years old, and 647 0, or 36°6 per cent., 
were aged sixty-five and over. Compared with the number in the previous 
quarter, deaths of children under five are 553 more, those of persons aged 
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d sixty-five are 521 more, and of persons aged sixty-five 
DA etioo satior Sorento with the number in the first quarter of 
the previous year, that of children of less than five years old is 3408 less, 
that of persons aged five to sixty-five 2740 less, and that of persons aged 


sixty-five and over 2441 less, 


of children of less than one year old numbered 2807, and 
as aatettanty registered during the quarter numbered 28,532, these deaths 
equal an infantile mortality rate of 98 per thousand births. These deaths 
of children numbered 313 more than in the previous quarter, but 1555 
fewer than in the first quarter of last year. The infantile mortality rate 
‘s 3 more than that of the previous quarter, but is 43 less than that of the 
first quarter of last year. It is 30 less than the mean of the infantile 
mortality rates of the first quarters of the preceding five years, and 31 less 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. In the divisions of the 
counties this rate varied from 118 in the North-Eastern, and 116 in the 
East-Midland, to 65 in the North-Western, and 69 in the Northern. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 101, in the smaller 
burghs 105, and in the county districts 90. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the quarterly infantile mortality 
rate varied from 158 in Dundee, 142 in Aberdeen, 115 in Edinburgh, and 
113 in Perth, to 52 in Paisley, 54 in Falkirk, 66 in Hamilton, and 75 in 
Ayr. In Glasgow this rate was 93. 


In England and Wales the infantile mortality rate of the quarter was 
83 per thousand and in Northern Ireland it was 85. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 17,672 deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter 1123, 
or 6°35 per cent., were attributed to the principal epidemic diseases. This 
number included 21 from enteric fever, 304 from measles, 95 from 
scarlet fever, 362 from whooping-cough, 170 from diphtheria, and 171 
from diarrhoeal diseases among children under two years old. Compared 
with the number in the previous quarter, deaths from whooping-cough 
are 137 more, from diphtheria 21 more, from measles 16 more, from scarlet 
fever 7 more, and from enteric fever 6 more, but those from the diarrhceas 
of childhood are 46 fewer. Compared with the number in the first quarter 
of last year, deaths from measles are 629 fewer, from whooping-cough 259 
fewer, from diarrhceas of childhood 60 fewer, and from diphtheria 26 


fewer, but those from enteric fever are 9 more, and those from scarlet 
fever 22 more. 


The principal epidemic diseases death-rate of the quarter was 0-9 
per thousand. This rate is 0°1 more than that of the previous quarter, 
but is 0'8 less than that of the first quarter of last year. The quarterly 
death-rate from enteric fever was 2 per 100,000, from measles 25, from 


scarlet fever 8, from whooping-cough 30, from diphtheria 14, and from 
the diarrhoeas of childhood 14. 


In the counties, burghs included, the principal epidemic diseases 
death-rate ranged from 2°2 in Forfar, 1-4 in Aberdeen, 12 in Midlothian, 
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1-1 in Clackmannan, and 1:0 in Dumbarton, in East Lothian, in Lanark 
and in West Lothian, to 0 in Kinross and in Nairn. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 2°9 in 
Dundee, 1°3 in Edinburgh, 1:2 in Aberdeen, 1:1 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw and 1:0 in Glasgow, to 0-1 in Falkirk and in Perth. The com- 
paratively high infectious diseases death-rate in the burgh of Dundee 
was associated with an epidemic of measles. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this death- 
rate varied from 6°6 in Fraserburgh, 3:4 in Arbroath, and 2°3 in Johnstone 
and in Lochgelly, to 0 in Gourock, Montrose, Musselburgh, Renfrew and 
Stirling, In Fraserburgh this comparatively high rate was associated with 
epidemics of measles and diphtheria, while in Arbroath it was associated 
with epidemics of measles and scarlet fever. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 this death-rate 
varied from 271 in Linlithgow District of West Lothian, 2°0 in Deer District 
of Aberdeen, and 1'7 in Western District of Kast Lothian and in Garioch 
District of Aberdeen, to 0 in 13 of these districts. 


Deaths from epidemic diseases other than those grouped as the principal 
epidemic diseases included 50 from erysipelas, 49 from encephalitis 
lethargica, and 29 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, In the previous quarter 
deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis numbered 24, and from encephalitis 
lethargica 8. 


Deaths from influenza in all numbered 206. In the previous quarter 
they numbered 151, but in the first quarter of last year they numbered 
3292. Of the 206 deaths from this cause, 46 were attributed to influenza 
as the sole cause, and 160 to influenza associated with some other cause 
of death, the associated cause being pneumonia in 62 instances and 
bronchitis in 30. 


Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 1601, con- 
stituted 9:06 per cent. of the total, and equalled a death-rate of 132 per 
100,000. In the previous quarter this death-rate was 102, but in the first 
quarter of last year it was 137. Of these 1601 deaths, 1120 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system, and these deaths 
constituted 6°34 per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter and equalled a 
death-rate of 92 per 100,000. The phthisis or tuberculosis of the 
respiratory system death-rate is 22 more than that of the previous quarter, 
but is 9 less than that of the first quarter of last year. 


Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1554, constituted 8°79 per 
cent. of the total deaths of the quarter, and equalled a death-rate of 128 
per 100,000. These deaths number 42 less than in the previous quarter, 
but 61 more than in the first quarter of last year. 


Deaths from pneumonia, exclusive of those associated with influenza, 
numbered 1518, constituted 8°59 per cent. of the total, and equalled a 
death-rate of 125 per 100,000. These deaths number 160 more than in 
the previous quarter, but 1642 less than in the first quarter of last year. 


Deaths from bronchitis, exclusive of those associated with influenza, 
numbered 1291, constituted 7°31 per cent. of the total, and equalled a 
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death-rate of 107 per 100,000. These deaths number 338 more than in 
the previous quarter, but 1330 fewer than in the first quarter of last year. 


Deaths from violence in all numbered 561, constituted 3:17 per cent. 
of the total, and equalled a death-rate of 46 per 100,000. These deaths 
number 14 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 105 fewer than in the 


first quarter of last year. 


Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth 
numbered 175, which is 21 less than in the previous quarter, and 58 less 
than in the first quarter of last year. They equalled a death-rate of 6°1 
per thousand registered births, which rate is 14 less than that of the 
previous quarter, and 1°5 less than that of the first quarter of last year. 


Deaths of which the causes were ill-defined numbered 262, and those 
of which the cause was not specified or merely described as “ Natural 
Causes” numbered 62. In the previous quarter deaths from ill-defined 
causes numbered 240, and those from causes which were unstated 
numbered 50.

REPORT on THE BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED IN 
SCOTLAND purine THE QUARTER ENDING 30TH JUNE 1923. 


THE more outstanding features of the vital statistics in Scotland during 
the second quarter of the year are a birth-rate of 23:8 per thousand, a 
marriage-rate of 7:2, and a death-rate of 13°3, The birth-rate is 0°3 more 
than that of the previous quarter, but is less than the average of those of 
the second quarters of recent years. The marriage-rate is 0'5 more than 
that of the previous quarter, and 0:1 more than that of the second quarter of 
last year, but is less than the mean of those of the second quarters of recent 
years. The death-rate is 1:3 less than that of the previous quarter, and 
1:2 less than that of the second quarter of last year, and is lower than 
those of the second quarters of all preceding years with the exception of 
1921 when this rate was 13:2. The years 1918, 1919, 1921 and the current 
year are the only years in which the Scottish death-rate of the secand 
quarter was less than 14 per thousand. 


The illegitimate children registered during the quarter numbered 1867, 
and this number is smaller than in all previous second quarters, those of 
1916 and 1917 excepted. 


The infantile mortality rate of the quarter was 79 per thousand births. 
It is lower than in all recent second quarters, that of the year 1921 
excepted. 


The phthisis death-rate of the quarter was 90 per 100,000. It is 
2 less than in the previous quarter, and 1 less than in the second quarter 
of last year. 


The death-rate from malignant disease was 129 -per 100,000. It 
is 1 more than in the previous quarter, and 3 more than in the correspond- 
ing quarter of last year. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of 29,139 living children were registered during the second 
quarter of the year 1923. This number is 607 more than that of the 
previous quarter, but is 908 less than that of the second quarter of last 
year, 791 less than the mean of the numbers of the second quarters of the 
preceding five years, and 1039 less than the mean of those of the preced- 
ing ten years. The birth-rate of the quarter is 23°8 per thousand. This 
rate is 0°3 more than that of the previous quarter, but is 0°8 less than that 
of the second quarter of last year, 0°9 less than the mean of those of the 
second quarters of the preceding five years, and 1°4 less than the mean of 
those of the second quarters of the preceding ten years,

In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly birth-rate was 
25:2, in the smaller burghs 21°6, and in the county districts 22°9. In the 
previous quarter these three rates were 25:1, 22:2, and 22:0, and in the 
second quarter of last year they were 26°4, 22°5, and 23:1. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the birth-rate varied from 
30:0 in Hamilton, 29°3 in Coatbridge, 27°8 in Greenock, and 26°5 in 
Glasgow, to 21:5 in Edinburgh, 21°8 in Dunfermline, 23°6 in Kirkcaldy, 
and 23°8 in Perth. In Dundee this rate was 25:6 and in Aberdeen 24°56, 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the quar- 
terly birth-rate varied from 33°6 in Johnstone, 33°3 in Buckhaven, Methil 
and Innerleven, 32:4 in Port Glasgow, and 31:2 in Airdrie, to 17:3 in 
Galashiels, 17:9 in Gourock, 19°5 in Hawick, and 19°8 in Rutherglen. 
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In county districts with populations of over 10,000 the quarterly 
birth-rate varied from 31:1 in Turriff District of Aberdeen, 29:1 in Banff 
District of Banff, 29:0 in Garioch District of Aberdeen, 28°9 in Thornhill 
District of Dumfries, and 28:1 in Kirkcaldy District of Fife, to 12°5 in 
Mainland District of Shetland, and 13°7 in Highland District of Perth, 
and in County District of Sutherland. 


Of the 29,139 children whose births were Revicrared during the quarter, 
27,272, or 93°6 per cent., were legitimate, while 1867, or 6:4 per cent., were 
illegitimate. Compared with the number in the previous quarter that 
of legitimate children shows an increase of 653 while that of illegitimate 
children shows a decrease of 46. Compared with the number in the 
second quarter of last year that of legitimate children shows a.decrease of 
751, and that of illegitimate children shows a decrease of 157. The num- 
ber of illegitimate children registered during the quarter is 322 less than 
the mean of those of the second quarters of the preceding five years, and 
188 less than the mean of those of the second quarters of the preceding 
ten years. The illegitimate rate of the quarter, 6:4 per cent., is 0°3 less than 
that of the previous quarter, 0°3 less than that of the second quarter of 
last year, 1:0 lest than the mean of those of the second quarters of the pre- 
ceding five years, and 0°7 less than the mean of those of the second 
quarters of the preceding ten years.

In the larger burghs taken individually the illegitimate rate of the 
quarter varied from 8°5 per cent. in Aberdeen, 8:3 in Kilmarnock, 7:7 in 
Dundee, and 7°6 in Perth, to 2°7 in Clydebank and in Coatbridge, 3:2 in 
Falkirk, and 4°3 in Paisley. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
ranged from 15:0 in Fraserburgh, 11:1 in Galashiels, 84 in Stirling, and 
74 in Dumfries, to 0 in Gourock, to 1:0 in Johnstone and in Renfrew, 1°2 in 
Barrhead, and 1°3 in Hawick. 


In county districts with populations of more than 10,000 this rate 
varied from 25°7 per cent. in Keith District of Banff, 24:0 in Rhins 
District of Wigtown, 21°6 in Banff District of Banff, and 16:5 in Ellon 
District of Aberdeen, to 1'8 in County District of Sutherland, 2:4 in 
Skye District of Inverness, 3:0 in Northern District of Ayr, and 3°3 in 
Kastern District of Dumbarton. 


Births registered in April numbered 9725, in May 10,038, and 
in June 9376, The monthly birth-rate in April was 24:1, in May 
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24:0, and in June 23:2. In the previous year the monthly birth- 
rate in April was 24°4, in May 24°9, and in June 24°3. 


In England and Wales the birth-rate of the quarter was 20°7 per 


' thousand, which is 3:1 less than the Scottish rate. In Northern Ireland 


the quarterly birth-rate was 25:2, which is 14 more than the Scottish | 
rate. | 


MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered during the quarter numbered 8884, This number 
is 799 more than that of the previous quarter, and 160 more than that of 
the second quarter of last year. It is, however, 1069 less than the mean 
of those of the preceding five years and 273 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding ten years. The quarterly marriage-rate is 7:2 per thousand. 
It is 0°5 more than that of the previous quarter and 0°1 more than that 
of the second quarter of last year, but is 1:0 less than the mean of those 
of the second quarters of the preceding five years, and 0-4 less than the 
mean of those of the second quarters of the preceding ten years. In the 
divisions of the counties the quarterly marriage-rate varied from 8'3 
in the South-Eastern. division and 8:0 in the North-Eastern, to 3°7 in the 
Northern, and 4°9in the North-Western. In the South-Western this rate 
was 7°8, in the Southern 7:2, in the East-Midland 6:2, and in the West- 
Midland 5:6. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly marriage-rate 
was 8°9,in the smaller burghs 6°8, and in the county districts 5:0. In 
the previous quarter these three rates were 8-3, 6:0, and 45. In the 
second quarter of last year they were 8:7, 7:0, and 4:9. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the marriage-rate varied 
from 11:7 in Perth, 10-1 in Aberdeen, 9°8 in Edinburgh, and 9°6 in 
Glasgow, to 4°6 in Clydebank, and 5:7 in Hamilton and in Motherwell and 
Wishaw. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the marriage- 
rate varied from 13:3 in Inverness, 11'1 in Dumfries, 10°1 in Borrowstounness. 
and 9:7 in Stirling, to 2:0 in Renfrew, 3°4 in Gourock, 4:2 in Buckhaven, 
Methil and Innerleven, and 4°9 in Lochgelly. 


In county districts with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the 
quarterly marriage-rate varied from 10:0 in Turriff District of Aberdeen, 
74 in Ayr District of Ayr, 6°9 in Upper District of Renfrew, and 6°6 in 
Garioch District of Aberdeen, and in Annan District of Dumfries, to 1-0 
in Mainland District of Shetland, 1:4 in Syke District of Inverness, 1:5 in 
County District of Sutherland and 1:9 in Lews District of Ross and 
Cromarty. 


Marriages registered in Scotland in April numbered 3663, in May 
1179, and in June 4042. The monthly marriage-rate in April was 9:1, 
in May 2°8, and in June 10:0. Last year the Scottish marriage-rate in 
April was 8°5, in May 4°3, and in June 10.6. 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 16,319. 
This number of deaths is 1353 less than that of the previous quarter, 1451 
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less than that of the second quarter of last year, 768 less than the mean of the 
numbers of the second quarters of the preceding five years, and 1585 less 
than the mean of those of the second quarters of the preceding ten years. 
In 1921 the deaths of the second quarter numbered 16,122, but with that 
exception the deaths of this quarter are fewer than in all previous quarters 
since the year 1861. 


The quarterly death-rate was 13:3 per thousand. This rate is 1:3 
less than that of the previous quarter, 1‘2 less than that of the second 
quarter of last year, 0°8 less than the mean of those of the second 
quarters. of the preceding five years, and 1°6 less than the mean of those 
of the second quarters of the preceding ten years. In 1921 the death- 
rate of the second quarter was 13:2, but with the exception of that one 
year, the death-rate now recorded is lower than those of all previous 
second quarters since the institution of national registration, and that is 
since 1855. There are only three previous second quarters in which the 
death-rate was less than 14 per thousand, these three being those of 1918, 
1919 and 1921. 


In the divisions of the counties the death-rate varied from 15°8 in 
the Northern division and in the North-Western, and 15:1 in the Southern, 
to 11:9 in the West-Midland, and 13:2 in the East-Midland and in the 
South-Western. In the North-Eastern division this rate was 14:1 and 
in the South-Eastern 13°3. 


In the counties, burghs included, the death-rate varied from 17:1 in 
Caithness, 16°8 in Bute, and 16:1 in Banff, to 8-1 in Kinross, 10°7 in Ayr 
and in West Lothian, and 10°8 in Peebles. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly death-rate was 
13°9, in the smaller burghs 13°3, and in the county districts 124. In

In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the death- 
rate varied from 17:8 in Alloa, 17°7 in Arbroath and in Peterhead, and 
16°8 in Dumfries, to 8:1 in Buckhaven, Methil, and Innerleven, 9-4 in 
Cowdenbeath, 9°6 in Musselburgh, and 9°8 in Lochgelly. 


In county districts with populations of more than 10,000 the death- 
rate varied from 20:4 in Thornhill District of Dumfries, 184 in Skye 
District of Inverness, 18:1 in Forfar District of Forfar, and 17°3 in Banff 
District of Banff, in Caithness County District, and in Central District of | 
Perth, to 89 in Eastern District of Stirling, 95 in Northern District of 
Ayr, 97 in Bathgate District of West Lothian, and 9°8 in Linlithgow 
District of West Lothian. 


Of the 16,319 deaths registered during the quarter 8162 were of males, 
and 8157 of females, the quarterly death-rate in the male population being 
13°9 and in the female 12°8. Deaths registered in the month of April | 


numbered 5539, in May 5693, and in June 5087.. The monthly death-rate 
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in April was 13°7, in May 13°6, and in June 12°6. In the previous year 
the April death-rate was 16:4, the May death-rate 14°8, and the June 
death-rate 12°4. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 16,319 persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, 
3610, or 22°1 per cent., were children of less than five years old, 6815, or 
41°8 per cent., were persons aged five to sixty-four and 5894, or 361 per 
cent., were persons aged sixty-five and over. Compared with the number 
registered in the previous quarter, that of children of under five is 658 
less, of persons aged five to sixty-four 119 less, and of persons aged sixty- 
five and over 576 less. Compared with the number registered in the 
second quarter of last year, that of children of under five is 1495 less, but 
that of persons aged five to sixty-four is 1 more, and that of persons aged 
sixty-five and upwards is 43 more. 


Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 2292, and 
as the births registered during the quarter numbered 29,139, these deaths 
equal an infantile mortality rate of 79 per thousand births. Deaths of 
children of under one year old are 515 fewer than registered in the 
previous quarter, and 731 fewer than registered in the second quarter of 
last year. The infantile mortality rate is 19 less than that of the previous 
quarter, and 22 less than that of the second quarter of last year. It is 12 
less than the mean of the infantile mortality rates of the second quarters 
of the preceding five years, and 16 less than the mean of those of the pre- 
ceding ten years. The infantile mortality rate of the quarter is lower 
than in all recent second quarters with the exception of that of 1921 
when it was 76. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly infantile mortality 
rate was 86, in the smaller burghs 73, and in the county districts 68. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate varied from 102 in 


Perth, 101 in Kirkcaldy and in Kilmarnock, and 99 in Dundee and in . 


Aberdeen, to 46 in Ayr, 53 in Clydebank, 54 in Dunfermline, and 55 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw. In Glasgow this rate was 94, and in 
Edinburgh 77. 


In England and Wales the quarterly infantile mortality rate was 66, 
and in Northern Ireland it was 77, the former being 13 and the latter 2 
less than the Scottish rate. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 
Of the 16,319 deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter 1002, 


or 6:14 per cent., were attributed to the principal epidemic diseases. This ° 


number included 12 from enteric fever, 291 from measles, 83 from 
scarlet fever, 336 from whooping-cough, 102 from diphtheria, and 178 
from diarrhosas among children of less than two years old. Compared 
with the number in the previous quarter, deaths from diphtheria are 68 
fewer, from whooping-cough 26 fewer, from measles 13 fewer, from scarlet 
fever 12 fewer, and from enteric fever 9 fewer, while those from the 
diarrhoeas of childhood are 7 more. Compared with the number in the 
second quarter of last year, deaths from measles are 994 fewer, from the 
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diarrhoeas of childhood 62 fewer, from whooping-cough 49 fewer, from 
enteric fever 5 fewer, and from diphtheria 4 fewer, while those from scarlet 
fever are 34 more. 


The principal epidemic diseases death-rate of the quarter was 0°8 
per thousand. This rate is 0-1 less than that of the previous quarter, 
and 0°9 less than that of the second quarter of last year. The quarterly 
death-rate from enteric fever was 1 per 100,000, from measles 24, from 
scarlet fever 7, from whooping-cough 27, from diphtheria 8, and from 
the diarrhceas of childhood 15. 


In the counties, burghs included, the principal epidemic diseases 
death-rate of the quarter varied from 1:4 in Banff, 1:3 in West Lothian, 
1-2 in Lanark and in Moray, and 1:0 in Midlothian, to 0 in Nairn, in 
Peebles and in Shetland. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate varied from 1°4 in 
Glasgow, 1:1 in Edinburgh, and 0°8 in Dundee, in Coatbridge and in 
Hamilton, to 0 in Perth, 0°1 in Dunfermline, and 0:2 in Ayr and in 
Falkirk. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
ranged from 6-2 in Peterhead, where measles and whooping-cough were 
epidemic, 2°6 in Dumbarton, where measles was epidemic, 1°3 in Johnstone, 
and 1°2 in Saltcoats, to 0 in Alloa, Cowdenbeath, Gourock and Montrose. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 the principal 
epidemic diseases death-rate varied from 1°9 in Bathgate District of West 
Lothian, 1°8 in Banff District of Banff, 1:5 in Turriff District of Aberdeen 
and in Dunfermline District of Fife, to 0 in 11 districts. 


Deaths from epidemic diseases other than those grouped as the principal 
epidemic diseases included 52 from erysipelas, 48 from encephalitis 
lethargica, and 17 from cerebro-spinal meningitis. In the previous quarter 
deaths from erysipelas numbered 50, from encephalitis lethargica 49, and 
from cerebro-spinal meningitis 29. 


Deaths from influenza in all numbered 149. In the previous quarter 
they numbered 206, and in the second quarter of last year they numbered 
203. Of the 149 deaths from this cause, 33 were attributed to influenza 
as the sole cause, and 116 to influenza associated with some other cause 
of death, the associated cause being pneumonia in 56 instances and 
bronchitis in 17. 


Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 1663, con- 
stituted 10°19 per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter, and equal a 
death-rate of 136 per 100,000. In the previous quarter this death-rate 
was 132, while in the second quarter of last year it was 133. Of these 
1663 deaths, 1108 were attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system, and these deaths constituted 6°79 per cent. of the total deaths of 
the quarter and equal a death-rate of 90 per 100,000. This phthisis, or 
tuberculosis of the respiratory system, death-rate is 2 less than in the 
previous quarter, and 1 less than in the second quarter of last year. 


Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1579, constituted 9°68 per 
cent. of the total, and equal a death-rate of 129 per 100,000. These deaths 
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number 25 more than in the previous quarter, and 36 more than in the 
corresponding quarter of last year. 


Deaths from pneumonia, exclusive of those associated with influenza, 
numbered 1336, constituted 8:19 per cent. of the total deaths of the 
quarter, and equal a death-rate of 109 per 100,000. These deaths number 
182 less than in the previous quarter, and 47 less than in the second 
quarter of last year. 


Deaths from bronchitis, exclusive of those associated with influenza, 
numbered 804, constituted 4°93 per cent. of the total, and equal a 
death-rate of 66 per 100,000. These deaths number 487 fewer than in 
the previous quarter, and 232 fewer than in the second quarter of 
last year. 


Deaths from violence in all numbered 628. They constituted 3°85 per 
cent. of the total deaths of the quarter, and equal a death-rate of 51 per 
100,000. These deaths number 67 more than in the previous quarter, and 
37 more than in the second quarter of last year. 


Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth 
numbered 174, which is 1 fewer than in the previous quarter, but 11 more 
than in the corresponding quarter of last year. These deaths equal a 
death-rate of 6:0 per thousand registered births, which rate is 0:1 less than 
that of the previous quarter, but is 0°6 more than that of the correspond- 
ing quarter of last year. . 


Deaths of which the causes were ill-defined numbered 217, and those 
of which the cause was not specified cr merely described as “ Natural 
Causes” numbered 54. In the previous quarter deaths from ill-defined 
causes numbered 262, and those from causes which were unstated 
numbered 62.

REPORT on THE BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED IN 
SCOTLAND purine THE QUARTER EnpING 30TH SEPTEMBER 1923. 


THE more outstanding features of the vital statistics in Scotland during 
the third quarter of the year are a birth-rate of 21°9 per thousand, a 
marriage-rate of 8:0, and a death-rate of 10°6. The birth-rate continues to 
show a fall. Itis 1:9 less than that of the previous quarter, and 0:7 less 
than that of the third quarter of last year. The marriage-rate shows an 
increase, when compared both with what it was in the previous quarter 
and what it was in the corresponding quarter of last year, being 0°8 more 
than in the previous quarter, and 0°4 more than in the third quarter of last 
year. The quarterly death-rate is the lowest recorded since the introduc- 
tion of national registration. It is 2°7 less than that of the previous 
quarter, and 0°1 less than the corresponding quarter of last year, in which 
quarter the previous lowest recorded death-rate occurred. 


The illegitimate children registered during the quarter numbered 1880, 
which number, although 13 more than in the previous quarter, is 82 less * 
than in the third quarter of last year. It is less than in all previous third 
quarters, with the exception of the third quarters of the years 1915 and 
live 


The infantile mortality rate of the quarter was 62 per thousand births, 
and is the lowest Scottish quarterly infantile mortality rate yet recorded. 


The death-rates from all forms of tuberculosis and from phthisis were 
98 and 67 per 100,000 respectively, and both are exceptionally low. 


The death-rate from malignant disease was 129 per 100,000. It 
remains at the same high level as was found in the previous quarter. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of 27,084 living children were registered during the third 
quarter of the year 1923. This number is 2055 less than that of the 
previous quarter, and 933 less than that of the third quarter of last 
year. It is 886 less than the mean of the numbers of the third quarters 
of the preceding five years, and 588 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. 


The birth-rate of the quarter is 219 per thousand. This rate is 19 
less than that of the previous quarter, 0°7 less than that of the third 
quarter of last year, 0-9 less than the mean of those of the third quarters 
of the preceding five years, and 0°9 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. 


Of the 27,084 children whose births were registered during the quarter, 
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-Tasie I,—Brrrus, ILLEGIriMatTE BrrtTHs, DEATHS, and MARRIAGES in SCOTLAND, and 


in the Divisions of the Counties during the Quarter ending 30th September 1923, with 
relative rates ; also Infantile Mortality. 
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13,827 were males and 13,257 were females, the proportion of male to 
female children being 104°3 to 100. This proportion is 0°3 higher than in 
the previous quarter, and 0-1 higher than in the third quarter of last year. 


In the divisions of the counties the quarterly birth-rate varied from 
23°8 in the South-Western, and 22°7 in the North-Eastern, to 164 in the 
Northern, and 18°7 in the North-Western. In the South-Eastern this rate 
was 21:1, in the Southern 21:1, in the East-Midland 19:7, and in the West- 
Midland 19°5. 


Tn the counties, burghs included, the quarterly birth-rate varied from 
27-0 in West Lothian, 25:4 in Nairn, 24'6 in Lanark, and 23°6 in Banff, to 
12°3 in Shetland, 13-5 in Argyll, 14:0 in Bute, and 15:2 in Peebles. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the birth-rate was 22:9, in the 
smaller burghs 20°3, and in the couaty districts 21:2. In the previous 
quarter these three rates were 25:2, 21°6, and 22°9, and in the third 
quarter of last year they were 24:2, 20°8, and 21°5. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the quarterly birth-rate varied 
from 27°7 in Greenock, 25°4 in Hamilton, 24-4 in Falkirk, and 24:3 in 
Glasgow and in Coatbridge, to 19-0 in Perth, 19:2 in Dunfermline, 196 in 
Kilmarnock, and 19:9 in Edinburgh. In Dundee this rate was 21:9, and 
in Aberdeen 23:1.

Of the 27,084 children whose births were registered during the quarter, 
25,204, or 93:1 per cent., were legitimate, while 1880, or 6°9 per cent., were 
illegitimate. Compared with the number in the previous quarter that 
of legitimate children shows a decrease of 2068, but that of illegitimate 
children shows an increase of 13. Compared with the number in the 
third quarter of last year that of legitimate children shows a decrease of 
851, and that of illegitimate children shows a decrease of 82. The num- 
ber of illegitimate children registered during the quarter is 252 less than 
the mean of the numbers registered in the third quarters of the preceding 
five years, and 173 less than the mean of those registered in the third 
quarters of the preceding ten years. The illegitimate rate of the quarter, 
69 per cent., is 0°5 more than that of the previous quarter, but 0:1 less 
than that of the third quarter of last year. It is 0°8 less than the mean 
of the illegitimate rates of the third quarters of the preceding five years, 
and 0°5 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 


In the divisions of the counties, the illegitimate rate of the quarter 
varied from 10°6 per cent. in the North-Eastern, and the same in the 
Southern, to 5‘8 in the South-Western, and 6°4 in the South-Eastern. In 
the Northern division this rate was 7°8, in the North-Western 7:8, in the 
East-Midland 7:7, and in the West-Midland 7:0. 


In the counties, burghs included, this rate varied from 17°3 in Wigtown, 
11°8 in Perth, 11:0 in Aberdeen, and 10°4 in Moray, to 4:1 in Clackmannan, 
4:2 in West Lothian, 5°3 in Renfrew, and 5°6 in East Lothian. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 6:2, in the 
smaller burghs 64, and in the county districts 8-4. In the previous 
quarter these three rates were 5°8, 6:1 and 7°7. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the illegitimate rate of the 
quarter varied from 7:6 in Dundee, 7°5 in Falkirk, 7:4 in Aberdeen, and 
7°2 in Edinburgh, to 4:4 in Coatbridge, 4°6 in Clydebank, 4°6 in Paisley, 
and 4°7 in Kirkealdy. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
varied from 13°6 in Montrose, 10°6 in Hawick, 10:0 in Gourock, and 9°5 in 
Inverness, to 2°2 in Arbroath, 2°7 in Airdrie, 2°7 in Rutherglen, and 2°9 in 
Barrhead. 


In county districts with populations of over 10,000 the illegitimate rate 
of the quarter varied from 27°8 per cent. in Turriff District of Aberdeen, 
241 in Garioch District of Aberdeen, 23°8 in Rhins District of Wigtown, 
and 22-0 in Central District of Perth, to 0°0 in Skye,-2°9 in St. Andrews 
District of Fife, 35 in County District of Clackmannan, and 3°5 in 
Western District of East Lothian. 


Births registered in July numbered 9602, in August 9098, and in 
Sentember 8484. The monthly birth-rate in July was 22°8, in August 
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21:8, and in September 21:0. In the previous year the monthly birth- 
rate in July was 23°3, in August 22°4, and in September 22°3. 


In England and Wales the birth-rate of the quarter was 19°8, which 
is 2:1 less than the Scottish rate. In Northern Ireland this rate was 23°9, 
which is 2:0 more than the Scottish rate. 


MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered during the quarter numbered 9873. This number 
is 989 more than that of the previous quarter, and 488 more than that of 
the third quarter of last year. It is 832 less than the mean of the 
numbers of the third quarters of the preceding five years, but 157 more 
than the mean of the numbers of the third quarters of the ten preceding 
years. It is the largest number of marriages registered in any quarter 
since the first quarter of the year 1921. The quarterly marriage-rate was 
8:0 per thousand. It is 0°8 more than that of the previous quarter and 
0-4 more than that of the third quarter of last year. It is 0°8 less than 
the mean of the marriage-rates of the third quarters of the preceding 
five years, but is the same as the mean of those of the preceding ten 
years. In the divisions of the counties the quarterly marriage-rate 
varied from 9°4 in the South-Eastern, and 9°0 in the South-Western, to 3°8 
in the North-Western. In the North-Eastern division it was 7°6, in the 
East-Midland 7:0, in the West-Midland 6:0, in the Southern 5:5, and in 
the Northern 5:1. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 10-4, in the 
smaller burghs 7:1, and in the county districts 4°'7. In the previous 
quarter these three rates were 8-9, 68, and 5:0, and in the third quarter 
of last year they were 9:9, 7:2, and 4:4 respectively. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the marriage-rate of the 
quarter varied from 12:1 in Edinburgh, 11:7 in Perth, 11-4 in Aberdeen, 
and 11:0 in Glasgow, to 62 in Clydebank, 6:9 in Coatbridge, and 77 
in Dunfermline and in Motherwell and Wishaw. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the marriage- 
rate varied from 12°6 in Inverness, 1 2°5 in Dumfries, 10°8 in Borrowstounness, 
and 10°5 in Stirling, to 3-4 in Saltcoats, 4:2 in Cowdenbeath, 4°7 in Port 
Glasgow, and 5:2 in Dumbarton. 


In county districts with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the 
quarterly marriage-rate varied from 82 in Upper District of Rentrew, 
7-6 in Turriff District of Aberdeen, 7-2 in Western District of Dumbarton, 
and 7:1 in Lower Ward District of Lanark and in Western District of 
Stirling, to 0°7 in Skye District of Inverness, 0°7 in Lews District of Ross 
and Cromarty, 15 in Mainland District of Shetland, and 1°9 in County 
District of Sutherland. 


Marriages registered in Scotland in July numbered 4260, in August 
2507, and in September 3106. The monthly marriage-rate in July was 
10:2, in August 6:0, and in September 7-7. Last year the Scottish 
marriage-rate in July was 9°2, in August 6°9, in September 7°7. 


DEATHS. 
Deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 13,170. 
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' This number is 3149 less than that of the previous quarter, and 8 less 
than that of the third quarter of last year. It is 752 less than the mean 
of those of the third quarters of the preceding five years, and 1502 legs 
than the mean of those of the third quarters of the preceding ten years. 
It is the smallest number of deaths registered in Scotland in any quarter 
subsequent to the third quarter of the year 1856, in which quarter the 
deaths only numbered 12,861. The maximum number of deaths registered 
in any third quarter was 18,758, and this occurred in the year 1901. 


The Scottish death-rate of the quarter was 10:6. This rate is 2°7 
less than that of the previous quarter, 0-1 less than that of the third 
quarter of last year, 0°8 less than the mean of those of the third 
quarters of the preceding five years, and 1:5 less than the mean of those 
of the third quarters of the preceding ten years. It is the lowest 
quarterly death-rate in Scotland yet recorded. 


In the divisions of the counties the quarterly death-rate varied from 
15°2 in the North-Western, and 13:0 in the Northern, to 9:4 in the West- 
Midland, 10°3 in the South-Eastern, and 10:4 in the East-Midland. In 
the North-Eastern division this rate was 11:2, in the Southern 11:1, 
and in the South-Western 10°7. 


In the counties, burghs included, this rate varied from 14:7 in Caithness, 
14:7 in Orkney, 14°3 in Ross and Cromarty, and 13:9 in Moray, to 8:1 in 
East Lothian, 8-8 in West Lothian, 9:0 in Berwick, and 9:1 in Stirling. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the quarterly death-rate was 
11-1, in the smaller burghs 10°6, and in the county districts 10:0. In 
the previous quarter these three rates were 13:9, 13°3, and 12:4, and 
in the third quarter of last year they were 11:2, 10-7, and 9°8 respectively. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate varied from 11-8 in 
Glasgow, 11°7 in Coatbridge and in Kilmarnock, and 11°6 in Aberdeen 
and in Kirkcaldy, to 7°7 in Clydebank, and 9-0 in Dunfermline and in 
Motherwell and Wishaw. In Edinburgh this rate was 11:0, and in 
Dundee 10°4. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the quarterly 
death-rate varied from 144 in Arbroath, 13°6 in Inverness, 13°3 in 
Galashiels, and 13:2 in Montrose, to 5°3 in Gourock, 6:3 in Lochgelly, 8-1 
in Musselburgh, and 8°5 in Dumbarton. 


In county districts with populations of more than 10,000 the quarterly 
death-rate varied from 15°7 in Mid-Ross District of Ross and Cromarty. 
148 in County District of Moray, 14°5 in County District of Caithness, and 
13-7 in Keith District of Banff, to 6°8 in Central District of Stirling, 7°3 
in Brechin District of Forfar, and 7°6 in Carrick District of Ayr. 


Of the 13,170 persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, 
6646 were males, and 6522 were females, the quarterly death-rate 1n the 
male population being 11:2, and in the female population 101. Deaths 
registered in July numbered +4599, in August 4338, and in September 
4233. The monthly death-rate in July was 11:0, in August 10-4, and in 
September 10°5. In the previous year the death-rate in July was 11 3, 
in August 10-4, and in September 10-2. 


In England and Wales the death-rate of the quarter was 9°5, which is 
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1-1 less than the Scottish rate. In Northern Ireland this rate was 11:9, 
which is 1°3 more than the Scottish rate. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 13,170 persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, 
2599, or 19°7 per cent., were children of less than five years old, 5764, or 
43°8 per cent., were persons aged five to sixty-four, and 4806, or 36°5 per 
cent., were persons aged sixty-five and over. In one case the age at death 
was not specified. Compared with the number in the previous quarter 
that of children of less than five years of age is 1011 less, that of persons 
aged five to sixty-four is 1051 less, and that of persons aged sixty-five and 
over is 1088 less. Compared with the number in the third quarter of 
last year that of children of less than five years old is 94 less and that 
of persons aged five to sixty-four is 82 less, but that of persons aged 
sixty-five and over is 167 more. 


Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 1679, and 
as the births registered during the quarter numbered 27,084, these deaths 
equal an infantile mortality rate of 62 per thousand births. Deaths of 
children of under one year old are 613 fewer than in the previous 
quarter, and 106 fewer than in the third quarter of last year. The 
infantile mortality rate is 17 less than in the previous quarter, and 2 less 
than in the third quarter of last year. This infantile mortality rate, 62 
per thousand births, is the lowest Scottish quarterly rate yet recorded, 
the previous lowest being that of the third quarter of last year, when 
it was 64. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the infantile mortality rate of 
the quarter was 68 per thousand births, in the smaller burghs 53, and in 
the county districts 57. In the previous quarter these three rates were 
86, 73, and 68, while in the third quarter of last year they were 66, 64, 
and 60 respectively. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the infantile mortality rate of 
the quarter varied from 98 in Coatbridge, 83 in Kilmarnock, 78 in 
Aberdeen, and 76 in Glasgow, to 45 in Dundee, 46 in Clydebank, 50 in 
Hamilton, and 52 in Falkirk and in Kirkcaldy. 


In England and Wales the quarterly infantile mortality rate was 57. 
In Northern Ireland it was 62. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 13,170 deaths registered during the quarter 677, or 5-14 per 
cent. of the total, were attributed to the principal epidemic diseases. This 
number includes 21 from enteric fever, 119 from measles, 74 from 
scarlet fever, 145 from whooping-cough, 83 from diphtheria, and 235 
from diarrhoeas among children of less than two years old. Compared 
with the number in the previous quarter, deaths from enteric fever are 
9 more, and those from diarrhceas among children are 57 more, but those 
from scarlet fever are 9 fewer, from diphtheria 19 fewer, from measles 172 
fewer, and from whooping-cough 191 fewer. Compared with the number 
in the third quarter of last year, deaths from scarlet fever are 39 more, 
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and from diarrhceas among children 32 more, but those from enteric fever 
are of the same number, while those from diphtheria are 2 fewer. from 
whooping-cough 33 fewer, and from measles 70 fewer. 


The principal epidemic diseases death-rate of the quarter was 0°6 
per thousand. It is 0-2 less than that of the previous quarter, but is 
the same as that of the third quarter of last year. The quarterly death- 
rate from enteric fever was 2 per 100,000, from measles 10, from scarlet 


fever 6, from whooping-cough 12, from diphtheria 7, and fr 
diarrhceas of childhood 19. P » and from the 


In the counties, burghs included, the principal epidemic diseases 
death-rate of the quarter varied from 0-9 per thousand in Lanark and in 
West Lothian, 0°8 in Midlothian, and 0°7 in Moray, to 0°0 in Kinross, in 
Nairn, in Orkney and in Shetland. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate varied from 1:0 in 
Glasgow, 0:9 in Coatbridge, and 0°8 in Edinburgh and in Motherwell and 
Wishaw, to 01 in Falkirk and in Perth, and 0:2 in Clydebank and in 
Kilmarnock. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
varied from 1:0 in Barrhead and in Irvine, and 0°9 in Peterhead, to 0°0 in 
Airdrie, Cowdenbeath, Gourock, Johnstone, Kirkintilloch, Lochgelly, 
Musselburgh, and Renfrew. 


In county districts with populations of 10,000 and over this rate 
varied from 1:5 in Linlithgow District of West Lothian, 0°9 in Ellon 
District of Aberdeen and in Middle Ward District of Lanark, and 0°8 in 
Western District of East Lothian, in Cupar District of Fife, and in 
County District of Moray, to 0:0 in 11 districts. 


Deaths from epidemic diseases other than those grouped as the principal 
epidemic diseases included 28 from erysipelas, 17 from encephalitis 
lethargica, and 24 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, In the previous quarter 
deaths from erysipelas numbered 52, from encephalitis lethargica 48, and 
from cerebro-spinal meningitis 17. 


Deaths from influenza in all numbered 48. In the previous quarter 
they numbered 149, and in the third quarter of last year they numbered 
60. Of the 48 deaths from this cause, 16 were attributed to influenza as 
the sole cause, and 32 to influenza assuciated with some other cause of 
death, the associated cause being pneumonia in 4 instances and bronchitis 
in one instance. 


Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 1216, con- 
stituted 9°23 per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter, and equal a 
death-rate of 98 per 100,000. In the previous quarter this death-rate 
was 136, and in the third quarter of last year it was 103. Of these 
1216 deaths, 825 were attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system, and these deaths constituted 6:26 per cent. of the total deaths of 
the quarter and equal a death-rate of 67 per 100,000. This phthisis, or 
tuberculosis of the respiratory system, death-rate 1s 23 less than that of 
the previous quarter, and 2 less than that of the third quarter of last year. 


Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1593, constituted 12°10 per

cent. of the total, and equal a death-rate of 129 per 100,000. These deaths 
number 14 more than in the previous quarter, and 102 more than in the 
third quarter of last year. } 


Deaths from pneumonia, exclusive of those associated with influenza, 
numbered 723, constituted 5:49 per cent. of the total, and equal a death- 
rate of 58 per 100,000. These deaths number 613 fewer than in the 
previous quarter, but 7 more than in the third quarter of last year. 


Deaths from bronchitis, exclusive of those associated with influenza, 
numbered 458, constituted 3-48 of the total, and equal a death-rate 
of 37 per 100,000. These deaths number 346 fewer than in the previous 
quarter, and 56 fewer than in the third quarter of last year. 


Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth 
numbered 182, which is 8 more than in the previous quarter, and 23 more 
than in the third quarter of last year. These deaths equal a death- 
rate of 6°7 per thousand registered births, which rate is 0°7 above that of 
the previous quarter, and 1:0 above that of the third quarter of last year. 


Deaths from violence numbered 620. They constituted 4:71 per cent. 
of the total deaths and equal a death-rate of 50 per 100,000. These 
deaths number 8 fewer than in the previous quarter, but 14 more than in 
the third quarter of last year. 


Deaths of which the causes were ill-defined numbered 197, and those 
of which the cause was not specified or merely described as “ Natural 
Causes” numbered 54. In the previous quarter deaths from ill-defined 
causes numbered 217, and those from causes which were unstated 
numbered 54.

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REPORT. 





THIS report deals more especially with the statistics of the fourth quarter 
of the year 1923, but as figures relative to the entire vear are now 
available, a short preliminary statement of them is included, A full 
report of the vital statistics of the year will in due course be published 
in the Sixty-ninth Annual Report. The annual figures here given may 
be accepted as substantially correct, but they are provisional, and will be 
superseded by those appearing in the Annual Report above referred to. 


The more outstanding statistical facts derived from an examination of 
the annual figures are a further fall of the birth-rate. The marriage-rate, 
though shghtly higher than that of the previous year, is lower than those 
of recent years. The death-rate is the lowest yet recorded. The birth- 
rate of the year was 22°8 per thousand, the marriage-rate 7:2 per thousand, 
and the death-rate 12°9 per thousand. Compared with the rate in the 
previous year the birth-rate shows a fall of 0°7, and the death-rate shows 
a fall of 2:0, while the marriage-rate shows a rise of 0:2. The infantile 
mortality rate of the year was 79 per thousand births; it, like the general 
death-rate, is the lowest yet recorded, the previous lowest being 90 and 
occurring in the year 1921. ‘The illegitimate birth-rate of the year was 
6°7 per cent. of the total births, and is lower than in all years since 1903. 
The death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis was 118 per 100,000, and from 
tuberculosis of the respiratory system 81 per 100,000, both of which closely 
approximate the corresponding rates in the two previous years. 


The quarterly statistics, those of the fourth quarter of the year, show a 
birth-rate of 21°9, a marriage-rate of 6°8, and a death-rate of 13:0, each 
of which is lower than the mean of the death-rates of the fourth quarters 
of recent years. 


PRELIMINARY STATEMENT REGARDING THE VITAL STATISTICS OF 
SCOTLAND In THE YEAR 1923. 


Births registered in Scotland during the year numbered 111,901, 
which number is 3184 less than that of the previous year, 4030 less 
than the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 2666 less than 
the mean of those of the ten preceding years. Itis less than the numbers 
of each of the three years 1920, 1921 and 1922, but is more than those of 
each of the four years 1916, 1917, 1918 and 1919. 


The Scottish birth-rate of the year was 22°8 per thousand. This rate 
is 0’'7 less than that of the previous year, 1:1 less than the mean of 
those of the preceding five years, and 1:0 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding ten years. It is the lowest Scottish birth-rate yet recorded, 
with the exception of those of 1917, 1918 aad 1919, each of which was 
affected by war conditions. Subsequent to the late war the birth-rate 
rose rapidly and attained a maximum of 28°1 in the year 1920, but since 
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then has been steadily falling, it being 25:2 in 1921, 23:5 in 1922, and 
now 22°8. | 

Of the 111,901 children whose births were registered during the year, 
104,424, or 93°3 per cent., were legitimate, while 7477, or 6°7 per cent., were 
illegitimate. The legitimate children of the year numbered 2780 less 
than in the previous year, 2883 less than the mean of the numbers of the 
five preceding years, and 1792 less than the mean of those of the ten 
preceding years. The illegitimate children of the year numbered 404 less 
than in the previous year, 1147 less than the mean of the numbers of the 
five preceding years, and 874 less than the mean of those of ‘the ten 
preceding years. The illegitimate rate of the year, 6’7 per cent., is 0°2 less 
than that of the previous year, 0°8 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding five years, and 0°6 less than the mean of those of the preceding 
ten years. There are only five previous years in which a lower illegitimate 
rate was recorded, these being the years 1899 to 1903. 


Marriages registered during the year numbered 35,216. This number 
is 841 more than that of the previous year, but is 4576 less than the mean 
of those of the preceding five years, and 1358 less than the mean of those 
of the preceding ten years. The marriage-rate of the year was 7:2 per 
thousand. This rate is 0-2 more than that of the previous year, but is 1:0 
less than the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 0:4 less than 
the mean of those of the ten preceding years. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the year numbered 63,284. This 
number is 9621 less than that of the previous year, 8879 less than 
the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 9636 less than the 
mean of those of the ten preceding years. It is the smallest number of 
deaths registered in Scotland in any year since 1861. 


The Scottish death-rate of the year was 129 per thousand. This rate 
is 2.0 less than that of the previous year, 2:0 less than the mean of those 
of the preceding five years, and 2'3 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years, It is the lowest Scottish annual death-rate yet 
recorded, the previous lowest being that of 1921, which was 13°6. 


Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 8825, and 
as the births of the year numbered 111,901, the infantile mortality rate 
of the year is 79 per thousand registered births. This rate is 22 less than 
that of the previous year, 18 less than the mean of those of the preceding 
five years, and 25 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 
It is the lowest yet recorded, the previous lowest being 90 per thousand, 
which occurred in 1921. ) 


The principal epidemic. diseases death-rate of the year was 0°78 per 
thousand. This rate is 0°41 less than that. of the previous year, 0°17 
less than the mean of the rates of the preceding five years, and 0°41 less 
than the mean of those of the ten preceding years. 


The death-rate from pulmonary tuberculosis was 81 per 100,000, and 
from all forms of tuberculosis 118 per 100,000; the former is 1 less than 
in the previous year, 8 less than the mean of those of the preceding five 
years, and 17 less.than the mean of those of the preceding ten years; 
the latter is 1 less than in the previous year, 12 less than the mean of 
those of the five preceding years, and 29 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding ten years, . The previous lowest Scottish phthisis death-rate 
occurred in 1921.and was, also 81 per ,100,000.' This is the fifth con-

secutive year in which the phthisis or pulmonary tuberculosis death-rate 
has been under 90. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the birth-rate of the year was 
24:1, the marriage-rate 8-9, and the death-rate 13:5. Compared with the 
corresponding rate of the previous year the birth-rate is 1-1 less, and the 
death-rate is 2°8 less, but the marriage-rate is 0:2 more. 


In the smaller burghs taken collectively the birth-rate of the year was 
21:1, the marriage-rate 6°7, and the death-rate 12:9, the birth-rate being 
0-1 less than that of last year, and the death-rate 1:4 less, while the 
inarriage-rate remains the same. 


In the county districts taken collectively the birth-rate was 21:9, the 
marriage-rate 4°8, and the death-rate 12°0. Compared with the correspond- 


ing rate of last year the birth-rate is 0°3 less, and the death-rate 1:1 less, 


.but the marriage-rate is 0-1 more. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the birth-rate of the year 
varied from 27°8 in Hamilton, 27°2 in Coatbridge, 27:0 in Greenock, and 
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25°6 in Glasgow, to 20°2 in Dunfermline, 26-4 in Edinburgh, and 21:2 in 
Perth. In these burghs the marriage-rate varied from 10°4 in Perth, 
9-8 in Edinburgh, 9°8 in Aberdeen, 9°6 in Glasgow, 8°7 in Ayr, and 8°6 in 
Kilmarnock, to 4°7 in Clydebank, 6°1 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 6:2 
in Hamilton. In them the death-rate varied from 14°7 in Dundee, 14°2 
in Glasgow, 13:8 in Edinburgh, 13°5 in Aberdeen, and 13'2 in Coatbridge, 
to 95 in Clydebank, 10°7 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 103 in 
Dunfermline. 


In the larger burghs the principal epidemic diseases death-rate varied 
from 1:37 in Glasgow, 1:17 in Dundee, and 0:93 in Edinburgh and in 
Coatbridge, to 0°15 in Perth, 0:18 in Falkirk, and 0:29 in Dunfermline. 
In these burghs the death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis varied from 
158 per 100,000 in Coatbridge, 153 in Greenock, 150 in Glasgow, and 144 
in Dundee, to 0°82 in Kirkcaldy, 0°83 in Ayr, and 0°84 in Hamilton. The 
phthisis death-rate in the principal burghs varied from 105 per 100,009 in 
Glasgow and in Coatbridge, 99 in Greenock, and 98 in Dundee, to 40 in 
Kirkealdy, 54 in Hamilton, 58 in Ayr, and 60 in Kilmarnock. In these 
burghs the infantile mortality rate varied from 104 in Aberdeen, 98 in 
Dundee, 90 in Glasgow, and 87 in Perth, to 56 in Clydebank, and 58 in 
Ayr and in Falkirk. 


A general summary of the causes of death registered during the year is 
given in Table I[a., and comparing the figures there given with those of 
the previous year it is found that deaths from measles, whooping-cough, 
influenza, bronchitis, and pneumonia are all markedly fewer, while the 
only causes showing a marked increase are encephalitis lethargica, and 
malignant tumours. Deaths from measles number 1118, as against 2690 
in the previous year, those from whooping-cough number 989, as against 
1408, and from influenza 529, as against 3706. Deaths from bronchitis 
and pneumonia taken collectively numbered 8248, as against 11,744 in the 
previous year. Deaths from encephalitis lethargica numbered 120, as 
against 45 in the previous year, and those from malignant tumours 
numbered 6373, as against 6133. 


The ages of those dying are also shown in Table [LA., and by com- 
parison it is found that the number in each age-group is lower than in the 
previous year. Deaths at ages under 5 are 5436, or 28°3 per cent., fewer 
than in the previous year, at ages 5 to 65, 2629, or 9'1 per cent., fewer, and 
at ages 65 and over 1556, or 6:2 per cent., fewer.

BIRTHS. | 


Births registered in Scotland during the fourth quarter of the year 
1923 numbered 27,144. This number is 60 more than that registered 
in the previous quarter, and 978 more than in the fourth quarter of 
last year. It is, however. 2055 less than the mean of the numbers of 
the fourth quarters of the preceding five years, and 737 less than the 
mean of those of the fourth quarters of the preceding ten years. Since 
the third quarter of 1919 there has been only one occasion in which 
the quarterly number of births was less than that now recorded. 


The Scottish birth-rate of the quarter is 21‘9 per thousand. It is the’ 


same as that of the previous quarter, but is 0°7 more than that of the 
fourth quarter of last year, while it is 2°0 less than the mean of the birth-

In county districts with populations of over 10,000 the birth-rate

District of Ayr, to 10°7 in Highland District of Perth, 13:0 in Mid Ross 
District of Ross and Cromarty, 13°2 in Skye District of Inverness, and 
14°6 in Lower District of Renfrew. | 


Of the 27,144 children registered during the quarter, 13,894 were 
males and 13,250 were females, the ratio of male to female children 
being 1049 to 100. In the previous quarter this ratio was 104°3 to 
100, while in the fourth quarter of the previous year it was 103°3 to 
100. Of the 27,144 children registered during the quarter 25,332, or 93:3 
per cent., were legitimate, while 1812, or 6°7 per cent., were illegitimate. 
Compared with the number in the previous quarter that of legitimate 
children is 128 more, but that of illegitimate children is 68 less. Com- 
pared with the fourth quarter of 1922 that of legitimate children is 958 
more, and that of illegitimate children 20 more. The illegitimate rate of 
the quarter is 6°7 percent. It is 0:2 less than that of the previous quarter 
and 0'1 less than that of the fourth quarter of the previous year. It is 0°7 
less than the mean of the rates of the fourth quarters of the preceding 
five years, and the same amount less than those of the preceding ten years. 


In the divisions of the counties the illegitimate rate of the quarter 
varied from 11:0 in the Southern, and 10°9 in the North-Eastern, to 5°4 
in the South-Western, and 64 in the South-Eastern. In the Northern 
it was 10:4, in the West-Midland 6°9, in the Hast-Midland 6°8, and in the 
North-Western 6°6. 


In the counties, burghs included, this rate varied from 16:9 in Kirkeud- 
bright, 15°5 in Moray, 13°5 in Kincardine, and 12°8 in Caithness, to 4:2 in 
West Lothian, 4°6 in Dumbarton, and 4°8 in Fife and in Renfrew. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the illegitimate rate of the 
quarter was 5:6, in the smaller burghs 6°7, and in the county districts 
8-4, In the previous quarter these three rates were 6:2, 64 and 84 
respectively. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the illegitimate rate varied 
from 7:1 per cent. in Dundee and in Kirkcaldy, 7:0 in Kilmarnock, and 
6-9 in Edinburgh, to 2°6 in Dunfermline, 2°9 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 
8:2 in Clydebank, and 3°6 in Paisley.

Births registered in October numbered 9389, in November 8729, and 
in December 9026.

Marriages registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 8368. 
This number is 1505 less than that of the previous quarter, 26 less than 
that of the fourth quarter of the previous year, 1297 less than the 
mean of the numbers of the fourth quarters of the preceding five years, 
and 585 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 


The quarterly marriage-rate was 6°8 per thousand. This rate is 1:2 
less than that of the previous quarter, but is the same as that of the 
fourth quarter of the previous year. It is 1:1 less than the mean of 
those of the fourth quarters of the preceding five years, and 0°6 less than 
the mean of those of the fourth quarters of the preceding ten years. In 
the divisions of the counties the quarterly marriage-rate varied from 7°5 
in the South-Eastern, and 7°2 in the South-Western, to 4°5 in the Northern, 
and 4:8 in the North-Western. In the North-Eastern it was 7:1, in the 
East-Midland 6:5, in the Southern 64, and in the West-Midland 5:1. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 8:0, in the 
smaller burghs 6:9, and in the county districts 4:8. In the previous 
quarter these three rates were 10:4, 7:1, and 4°7 resvectively. In the 
fourth quarter of the previous year they were 8:0, 7:1, and 4:9. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the quarterly marriage-rate 
varied from 9°7 in Perth, 8°9 in Edinburgh, and 8°7 in Aberdeen and in 
Kilmarnock, to 3-9 in Clydebank, 4°7 in Hamilton, and 5:0 in Coatbridge. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
varied from 13:4 in Inverness, 11°5 in Dumfries, and 8°3 in Peterhead and 
in Stirling, to 1°5 in Gourock, and 3:4 in Cowdenbeath and in Port Glasgow. 


In county districts with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this 
rate varied from 9°3 in Thornhill District of Dumfries, 8:1 in Cupar 
District of Fife, and 7°3 in Upper Ward District of Lanark, to 1°7 in 
Lews District of Ross and Cromarty, 2°3 in Garioch District of Aberdeen, 
2:5 in Skye District of Inverness, and 2°9 in County District of Caithness. 


Marriages registered in October numbered 2699, in November 1938, 
and in December 3731. The monthly marriage-raté in October was 6°5 
per thousand, in November 4'8, and in December 8°9. In the previous 
year the October marriage-rate was 6°4, the November rate 5:3, and the 
December rate 8°5. 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the quarter numbered 16,121. 
This number is 2951 more than that of the previous quarter, and 426 more 
than that of the fourth quarter of the previous year, but is 2639 less than 
the mean of those of the fourth quarters of the five preceding years, and 
9204 less than the mean of those of the fourth quarters of the ten 
preceding years. Since the year 1861 there have been only two fourth 
quarters in which a smaller number of deaths were registered than in the 
quarter now under review, these being those of 1917 and 1922. 


The Scottish death-rate of the quarter was 13:0 per thousand. This 
rate is 2'4 more than that of the previous quarter, and 0°3 more than 
that of the corresponding quarter of the previous year, but is 2°3 less than 
the mean of those of the fourth quarters of the preceding five years, 
and 2:1 less than the mean of those of the fourth quarters of the 
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preceding ten years. There are only two fourth quarterly Scottish 
death-rates which have been less in amount than that now recorded, these 
being those of 1917 and 1922, both of which were 12-7 per thousand. 


In the divisions of the counties the quarterly death-rate varied from 
16:4 in the Northern, and 14:0 in the North-Western, to 11°7 in the West- 
Midland, and 12°5 in the East-Midland. In the Southern it was 13:9, in 
the South-Western 13°3, in the North-Eastern 13:2, and in the South- 
Eastern 12°6. 


In the counties, burghs included, the quarterly death-rate varied from 
19°4 in Orkney, 17°5 in Caithness, and 15°1 in Shetland, to 9°5 in Kinross, 
10:2 in Peebles, 11°0 in Selkirk, and 11:1 in Ayr and in Dumbarton. 


In the larger Lurghs taken collectively the death-rate was 13:8, in 
the smaller burzhs 12°7, and in the county districts 12:0. In the 
previous quarter these three rates were 11:1, 10°6, and 10:0 respectively. 
In the fourth quarter of the previous year they were 13:7, 12°4, and 11-4. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate varied from 15:4 in 
Glasgow, 14:4 in Coatbridge, 14°3 in Kilmarnock, and 13°5 in Dundee, to 
8:2 in Clydebank, 9-4 in Dunfermline, and 10:4 in Kirkcaldy and in 
Motherwell and Wishaw. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 the quarterly 
death-rate varied from 194 in Montrose, 16°7 in Musselburgh, 16°5 in 
Irvine, 15°6 in Arbroath, and 15:0 in Stirling, to 9:0 in Gourock, 10-1 in 
Dumbarton, 10°4 in Cowdenbeath, and 10°5 in Galashiels. 


In county districts with populations of more than 10,000 the quarterly 
death-rate varied from 16°4 in County District of Caithness and in Skye 
District of Inverness, and 15°8 in Forfar District of Forfar and in Ellon 
District of Aberdeen, to 7:0 in Brechin District of Forfar, 8°0 in Lower 
District of Renfrew, 8°6 in Lasswade District of Midlothian, and 9:4 in 
Northern District of Ayr. 


Of the 16,121 persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, 
8069 were males and 8052 were females, the quarterly death-rate in the 
male population being 13°5, and in the female population 12°5 per thousand. 
Deaths registered in October numbered 4767, in November 5193, and in 
December 6161. The Scottish death-rate in October was 11°4, in November 
12°9,and in December 14:8. In 1922 the October death-rate was 11:3, the 
November death-rate 13:4, and the December death-rate 13:4. 


In England and Wales the quarterly death-rate was 11:9 per thousand, 
which is 11 less than the Scottish rate. In Northern Ireland the death- 
rate was 14°6, which is 1°6 more than the Scottish rate. 


AGES OF THOSE DYING. 


Of the 16,121 persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, 
3275, or 20°3 per cent., were children of less than five years old, 6603, or 
41:0 per cent., were aged five to sixty-four, while 6243, or 38°7 per cent.. 
were aged sixty-five or over. Compared with the number in the previous 
quarter deaths of children under five numbered 676 more, those of persons 
aged five to sixty-four are 839 more, and of persons aged sixty-five and 
over 1437 more. Compared with the number in the fourth quarter of 
last year deaths of children of less than five years old numbered 440 
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fewer, but those of persons aged five to sixty-four numbered 190 more, 
and those of persons aged sixty-five and over numbered 676 more. 


Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 2050, and 
as births registered during the quarter numbered 27,144, these deaths 
equal an infantile mortality rate of 76 per thousand births. Deaths of 
children of less than one year old numbered 371 more than in the previous 
quarter, but 444 less than in the fourth quarter of the previous year, 
725 less than the mean of the numbers of the fourth quarters of the 
preceding five years, and 863 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. The infantile mortality rate of the quarter Is 
14 more than that of the previous quarter, but is 19 less than that of the 
fourth quarter of last year. Itis 20 less than the mean of those of the © 
fourth quarters of the preceding five years, and 30 less than the mean of 
those of the fourth quarters of the preceding ten years. The only recent 
year showing a smaller infantile mortality rate in the fourth quarter is 
1919, when this rate was 74 per thousand. 


In the larger burghs taken collectively the infantile mortality rate of 
the quarter was 84 per thousand births, in the smaller burghs 73, and in 
the county districts 63. In the previous quarter these three rates were 
68, 53, and 57 respectively, while in the fourth quarter of the previous 
year they were 109, 83, and 79 respectively. 


In the larger burghs taken individually the infantile mortality rate of 
the quarter varied from 97 in Aberdeen, 95 in Glasgow, 86 in Paisley, 
and 81 in Dundee and in Greenock, to 43 in Clydebank, 48 in Falkirk, 
58 in Ayr, and 60 in Hamilton and in Motherwell and Wishaw. 


In England and Wales the infantile mortality rate of the quarter 
was 70 and in Northern Ireland it was 79, the former being 6 less, but the 
latter 3 more than the Scottish rate. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 16,121 deaths registered during the quarter 1005, or 6:2 per 
cent., were attributed to the principal epidemic diseases. This number 
includes 13 from enteric fever, 404 from measles, 100 from scarlet fever, 
146 from whooping-cough, 137 from diphtheria, and 205 from diarrhceas 
among children of less than two years old. Compared with the number 
in the previous quarter, deaths from enteric fever number 8 fewer, and 
those from the diarrhceas of childhood 30 fewer, but those of whooping- 
cough number 1 more, from scarlet fever 26 more, from diphtheria 54 
more, and from measles 285 more. Compared with the number in the 
corresponding quarter of last year, deaths from whooping-cough are 79 
fewer, from diphtheria 12 fewer, from the diarrhceas of childhood 12 fewer, 
and from enteric fever 2 fewer, while those from scarlet fever number 12 
more, and from measles 116 more. 


The principal epidemic diseases death-rate of the quarter was 0°8 
per thousand. It is 0°3 more than that of the previous quarter, but is 
the same as that of the fourth quarter of the-previous year. The quarterly 
death-rate from enteric fever was 1 per 100,000, from measles 33, from 
scarlet fever 8, from whooping-cough 12, from diphtheria 11, and from the 
diarrhoeas of childhood 17. 
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In the counties, burghs included, the principal epidemic diseases 
death-rate varied from 1°6 in Caithness, 1:6 in Lanark, and 0°7 in Ayr, to 
0 in Bute, in Kinross, and in Peebles. 


In the larger burghs taken individually this rate varied from 2°1 in 
Glasgow, 1:2 in Coatbridge, and 1-1 in Ayr, to 0-0 in Kilmarnock, 0-2 in 
Aberdeen and in Falkirk, and 0:3 in Duufermline and in Kirkealdy. 


In burghs with populations of between 10,000 and 30,000 this rate 
varied from 2°6 in Irvine, 1:3 in Johnstone, and 1:2 in Arbroath, to 0:0 in 
Borrows'ounness, in Cowdenbeath, in Gourock, in Lochgelly, in Montrose, 
and in Saltcoats. 


In county districts with populations of 10,000 and over this rate 
varied from 1°5 in Turriff District of Aberdeen and in Kilmarnock District 
of Ayr, 1:2 in Ayr District of Ayr, and 1:0 in County District of 
Caithness, to 0 in fourteen of these Districts. 


Deaths from epidemic diseases other than those grouped as the principal 
epidemic diseases included 32 from erysipelas, 11 from encephalitis 
lethargica, and 22 from cerebro-spinal meningitis. In the previous quarter 
deaths from erysipelas numbered 28, from encephalitis lethargica 17, and 
from cerebro-spinal meningitis 24. 


Deaths from influenza in all numbered 126. In the previous quarter 
they numbered 48, and in the corresponding quarter of the previous 
year they numbered 151. Of these 126 deaths, 32 were attributed to 
influenza as the sole cause, while 94 were attributed to influenza associated 
with some other cause of death, the associated cause being pneumonia in 
44 instances, bronchitis in 12 instances, and other respiratory diseases in 
9 instances. 


Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 1305, con- 
stituted 8:1 per cent. of the total deaths of the quarter, and equal a 
death-rate of 105 per 100,000. In the previous quarter these deaths 
numbered 1216 and in the fourth quarter of the previous year they 
numbered 1257. Of these 1305 deaths, 942 were attributed to tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system, constituted 5°8 per cent. of the total deaths, 
- and equal a death-rate of 76 per 100,000. In the previous quarter deaths 
from tuberculosis of the respiratory system numbered 825, and in the 
fourth quarter of the previous year 868. The phthisis death-rate of the 
quarter, 76 per 100,000, is 9 more than that of the previous quarter, and 
6 more than that of the fourth quarter of the previous year. 


Deaths from malignant disease numbered 1638, constituted 10:2 per 
cent. of the total, and equalled a death-rate of 132 per 100,000. These 
deaths numbered 45 more than in the previous quarter, and 42 more than 
in the fourth quarter of the previous year. 


Deaths from pneumonia, exclusive of those associated with influenza, 
numbered 1097, constituted 6°8 per cent. of the total, and equalled a 
death-rate of 89 per 100,000. These deaths number 374 more than in 
the previous quarter, but 261 fewer than in the fourth quarter of the 
previous year. 3 

Deaths from bronchitis, exclusive of those associated with influenza, 
numbered 1016, constituted 6°3 per cent. of the total, and equalled a 
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death-rate of 82 per 100,000. These deaths number 558 more than in 
the previous quarter, and 63 more than in the fourth quarter of the 
previous year. 


Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth 
numbered 181, which is 1 fewer than in the previous quarter, and 15 fewer 
than in the fourth quarter of the previous year. These deaths equal a 
death-rate of 6°7 per thousand registered births, which rate is the same as 
that of the previous quarter, but is 0°8 less than that of the fourth quarter 
of the previous year. 


Deaths from violence numbered 669. They constituted 4:1 per cent. 
of the total, and equalled a death-rate of 54 per 100,000. These deaths 
number 49 more than in the previous quarter, and 94 more than in the 
fourth quarter of the previous year. 


Deaths of which the causes were ill-defined numbered 272, and those 
of which the cause was not specified or merely described as “ Natural 
Causes” numbered 59. In the previous quarter deaths from ill-defined 
causes numbered 197, and those from causes which were unstated 
numbered 54,
